Bar¬ 
celona  is  pollenized  by  DuChillv, 
and  Daviana,  using  from  10  to  1 5 '/o 
pollenizers. 

DuChilly  —  The  leading  long  type  nut. 
In  Oregon  used  only  as  a  pollenizer 
for  Barcelona  planting.  In  Wash¬ 
ington  it  is  considerably  planted  as 
a  main  crop  variety.  Its  pollenizers 
are  Alpha,  Gassoway  and  Daviana. 
Only  partially  self-husking. 

Brixnut  —  A  fine,  new  variety  that  is 
rapidly  coming  to  the  front.  Large 
round  nuts,  Self-husking.  Bears 
early  and  heavily.  Its  pollenizer, 
Halls  Giant  is  also  round  and  self- 
husking. 

Halls  Giant  —  A  self-husking  round 
nut  of  good  size  used  as  a  poben- 
izer  for  Brixnut. 

Daviana  —  A  rather  shy  bearer  of  long- 
type  nuts.  Partially  self-husking. 
Pollenizer  for  DuChilly  and  Barce¬ 
lona. 

Alpha  -  A  DuChilly  type  nut  used  as 
a  DuChilly  pollenizer. 

Gassoway  —  Very  small  round  nut. 

Pollenizer  for  DuChilly. 

Cowlitz  -  DuChilly  type  of  nut  but 
larger,  self-husking  and  with  thick¬ 
er  shell.  A  new  variety  on  trial. 

TYPES  OF  FILBERT  TREES 

Barcelona,  DuChilly  and  Daviana  may 
be  had  both  in  tip-layered  stock  and 
in  transplanted  stocks.  Either  makes 
a  satisfactory  orchard.  A  tip-layer  is 
propagated  from  the  mother  tree  in 
the  propagation  orchard.  A  trans¬ 
planted  tree  is  a  tip-layer  that  has 
been  grown  a  year  in  the  nursery. 
Brixnut,  Halls  Giant.  Cowlitz.  Alpha 
and  Gassowav  are  all  budded  trees. 
They  are  budded  or  grafted  on  seed- 
bug-  roots  and  cannot  be  supplied  as 
tip-layers  or  as  transplants.  Please 
note  this  in  ordering  as  the  price  of 
the  budded  trees  is  higher  than  that 
of  the  other  tvpes.  The  budded  tree 
has  a  deener,  better  root  system  and 
makes  a  beautiful  tree.
